KISS BLAMED FOR 
DEATH OF ROGERS 


Girl Companion of Mrs. 
Reid’s Nephew Quoted 
as Saying She Feared She 
Had Xilled Him.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 14.— 
Coroner Mix has announced that he 
has cleared up some of the missing 
details of the manner in which 
Charles C. Rogers, nephew of Mrs. 
Ogden M. Reid, came to his death 
through an accident in the automo- 
bile of Miss Marjorie Schneider on 


the North Haven turnpike on the 
night of Nov. 1, after the Yale- 
Army football game. 

The Coroner admitted that Mrs. 
Ruth Hulse, friend of Miss Schnei- 
der, who broughe her back to New 
Haven from the scene of the acci- 
dent, testified that, on the way to 
New Haven. Miss Schneider. said: 
“IT pushed him and I'm afraid I 
killed him,’’ meaning Rogers, who 
was riding in the front seat beside 
her. Mix explained, however, that 
Miss Schneider testified she had no 
recollection of having pushed Rog- 
ers or of having said she dia. 

This situation left Mrs. Hulse's 
testimony without corroboration, 
and the Coroner found Rogers 
came to his death by accident. 
Even had Mrs. Hulse’s testimony 
been corroborated, however, it 
would not have precluded a de- 
cision of accidental death. 

These facts have been common 
knowledge in New Haven for sev- 
eral days but had not been pub- 
lished for lack of official confirma- 
tion, the transcript of the testi- 
mony not having yet been filed. The 
testimony, now being transcribed, 
will be filed in a few days. 

It is expected it will indicate that, 
while Miss Schneider was .driving, 
Rogers attempted to kiss her and 
she pushed him away in some man- 
ner which, according to the Coro- 
ner’s findings, caused him to fall 
from the car, his head striking a 
pole by the roadside. 

A theory different from that of 
the Coroner is that Rogers’ head 
struck the steering wheel and then 
the windshield in front of the 
wheel. That theory would account 
for the breaking of the windshield 
and Rogers’ torn ear and bruised 
neck and shoulder. 

Jacob P. Goodhart, Miss Schneli- 
der’s local attorney, has given as- 
surance that his client will appear 
in town court in North Haven Mon- 
day morning to answer the charge 
of driving while under the influ- 
ence of liquor.

Underworld Chieftain’s 
$10,000 Casket Buried 
in Lot He Bought for 
Pal, Also Slain.

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—The body 
of Dion O’Bannion, slain because 
of his ambition to be absolute 
monarch of the underworld, was 
carried to Mount Carmel Cemetery 


for burial today. Pomp and mag- 
nificence, such as only the free- 
handed gang chieftains attempt in 
these prosaic days, attended O'Ban- 
nion on this last journey. 

In the vicinity of the undertak- 
ing establishment, in the chapel of 
which brief services were held by a 
priest, 5000 persons gathered an 
hour before the time set for the 
departure for the cemetery. Scores 
of uniformed policemen mingled 
with the crowds. Five squads of 
detectives of five men each, with 
their automobiles, were present 
and “frisked”’ all persons who 
might be suspected of carrying 
weapons. Automobiles were parked 
in double rows for blocks in every 
direction. Only close friends were 
admitted to the services. 

Thousands Follow Hearse. 

Behind the hearse containing the 
$10,000 silver bronze casket rode 
thousands of persons. Many wer: 
his sincere mourners—men and 
women and children he had be- 
friended. Others were his com- 
panions—slim, dark, suspicious 
men, who had attained under his 
leadership the comparative ease 
and rewards of the bootleggér and 
the beer-runner. These lattar 
probably were those who fixed and 
executed O’Bannion’s death sen- 
tence. It was their surest oppor- 
tunity for concealment to be seen 
among the mourners. All the gang- 
sters who failed to @rop thelr work 
te pay these last respects were 
coupled with his enemies, and the 
sharp eyes of his friends searched 
the thousands and noted the ab- 
sentees.

VILLAGE DISAPPEARS IN

Shocks Last Two Days, Death List. Reaches 
300; Tremors Centered About 
Health Resort.

BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 14.—The 


Island of Java has been severely 
Shaken by earthquakes. Already 
306 persons are reported killed and 
countless are missing. 

The earth shocks extended over 
Wednesday ang part of yesterday. 
Many native towns in the Kedu dis- 
trict, a central residency of Java, 


have been destroyed by the land- 
slides. One village completely dis- 
appeared into the river. 

The shock centered in the health 
resort of Wonosobo, where all the 
buildings collapsed.

Old Guard Still Angry at 
Treatment Accorded at 
Republican Convention, 


but Helpless.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Wil- 

liam Butler’s appointment to fill the 

vacancy caused by Senator Lodge's 
death, means the return of the 

Hanna-Penrose type of senatorial 

control, according to the diagnoses 

of the politicians. 

He will not be titular leader, as 
was Lodge, that honor being re- 
served for Senate veterans, but he 
will be the actual captain and di- 
rector-general of Republican strat- 
egy and policy. There is no likell- 
hood that Butler will vacate the 
national chairmanship of the Re- 
publican party when he takes his 
seat in the Senate; in fact, prece- 
dent suggests that the two offices 
will be so handled that one will 
supplement the other. 

Mark Hanna, 20 years ago, was 
both United States Senator and 
chairman of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee. The parallel goes 
even further, for Hanna was to 
McKinley what Butler is to Cool- 
idge. Wherefore the expectation of 
the return of the old system cf 
bossing the Senate. 

Inevitably Butler will be the 
President's spokesman on the floor; 
whatever he says will be regarded 
as the word from the White Houss, 
and, in his capacity as the head of 
the Republican committee, he will 
be in a better position to enforce 
compliance with that word than any 
grand vizier since Hanna's day. 
With the backing of the President 
he can, if he desires, hold the po- 
litical future of every Republican 
Senator in the hollow of his hand. 

Old Guard Still Angry. 

This is no happy situation for the 
Old Guard, which is still burning 
with resentment at the treatment 
accorded it at Cleveland, but the 
Old Guard is powerless. It will 
have to be good, consequently there 
is no likelihood of such a situation 
as obtained last spring when the 
Republicans, led by Lodge, killed 
the Mellon plan that President 
Coolidge asked for and flouted him 
on the World Court. 

The Mellon plan. if the adminis- 
tration wants it, will go through 
next time, in all probability, for it 
ie doubtful if enough insurgents, 
will stand to their guns to help the 
Democrats take the revenue pro- 
gram away from the majority. 

The story has reached Washing- 
ton that the Massachusetts Demo- 
erats are challenging the validity 
of the law that permits the Gover- 
nor’s appointee to function until the 
next general election two years 
hence. It is true that the United 
States Constitution appears to pro- 
vide that a special election shall bo 
called, but it goes on to say that 
the State Legislature shall direct 
the manner of election. As the 
Massachusetts Legislature is hope- 
lessly Republican, the theory of the 
invalidity of the law is not taken 
very seriously. 

Butler takes his seat at once, 
which militates against the idea of 
a special session, unless Senator 
Borah, who seems to have taken 
the lead of the movement to bring 
Congress together can bring Presi- 
dent Coolidge around to his view 
that the Republican party owes it 
to the people to fulfill its pledges 
of farm relief and tax reform at 
the earliest possible moment. 

If the present Congress can agrec 
to a horizontal cut of all taxes 
there will be no objection from 
either the President or Secretary 
Mellon, but if somebody objects 
with the idea that this course may 
be used to bury a general program 
of tax reform, the administration 
will be equally content. 

The Republicans generally are 

prepared to take the President's 

program, the Democrats are in two 
minds about it, some of them be- 

HMeving that the opportunity § for 

substituting a Democratic measure 

for the administration schedule 
may arise again, and others feel- 
ing that it is their best strategy to 
let the majority follow its own

FOUND MILLIONS IN 

CHEWING GUM, NOW 

GOLD ON HIS ISLAND 
CHICAGO, Nov. 14. 
ILLIAM WRIGLEY, who 
W has made millions in the 
manufacture of chewing 

gum, has found another for- 
tune on his famous Santa Cata- 
lina Island off the Southern 
California Coast. He said today 
that an old silver mine has been 
discovered on the island and al- 
ready 10 carloads of ore, rea- 
lizing $6500 to each carload, 
had been shipped to San Fran- 
cisco. 

There will be no gold rush, 
however, as Wrigley owns all 
of the island. 

“It looks like a big thing,” 
said Wrigley, “and I'm going 
to develop it, not that I care so 
much for the profits but simply 
to develop the natural re- 
sources. The mine is about 25 
miles from my home and about 
2000 feet up in the hills.’’ 

When found, he said, the 
only tunnel was covered with 
dense underbrush. The mine 
has probably been lost for 60 
years, he added. 

COOLIDGE WOULD BALANCE 
President Wanta to See How Gov- 
ernment Stands at the End of 
Fiscal Year, June 30. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The 
administration does not feel that 
the question of tax reduction 
should be taken up until the Gov- 
ernment’s books are balanced at 
the close of the fiscal year, which 
ends next June 80, 

Until that time it is the opinion 
of President Coolidge that the gc- 
tual amount of reduction possible 
cannot be determine and scientific 
action is thus impossible. 

Meanwhile, the President had no 
intention of calling a session of the 
new Congress, March 4. It was 
stated today at the White House 
he would not call a special session 
unless he considered it very neces- 
sary. 

Taxation, the President feels, 
should be among the first probleme 
to be considered by the new Con- 
gress, which, if not called into ex- 
tra session, will meet forthe first 
time in December, 1925. 

Mr. Coolidge expects such farm 
legislation as is necessary to be en- 
acted at the coming gfiort session 
of Congress.

tioned in Codicils to the 
Will but Not Given Share 
in Estate. 


Washington University will re- 
celve between $600,000 and $700,- 
000 from the estate of Ellis Wain- 
wright, former brewer, realty and 
traction owner, whose will was 
filed today. 

Of his estate, which is estimated 
from $700,000 to $800,000 Jn value, 
Wainwright left $50,000 to the St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital; $50,000 
to three individuals and $10,000 
for the care of his cemetery prop- 
erty; his art collection to the Bt. 
Louls City Art Museum; and made 
two other bequests of personal 
property. The will then provides: 

“All the rest, residue and re- 
mainder of my estate, of every 
character, wheresoever situated. I 
give and devise absolutely to the 
Board of Trustees of Washington 


University, in the City of St. Louis, 
State of Missouri. I direct that the 
Board of, of said Washing- 
ton University shall have full au- 
thority to apply and use said fund 
and properties as in the discre- 
tion of said board may be best for 
the interests of said university.” 
Gratitude Expressed by Hadley. 

Chancellor Hadley of Washing- 
ton University, when told of the 
bequest, said: “The trustees will 
be very grateful for this gift. There 
are many useful purposes to which 
the money could be put.” 

Wainwright's will says as to his 
two nearest relatives, “I remember 
my nieces, Dorothy Baker Stinipson 
and Ellen Baker Kretschmar (now 
Mrs. Thomas May), but leave them 
nothing.” 

Mrs. Stimpson Is the wife of the 
Rev. K. A, Stimpson, an Epicopa! 
clergyman, formerly of St. Louis, 
now living in Paris. Mrs. May, 
who lives in Pittsburg, was at 
Wainwright's bedside when he 
died in the Buckingham Hotel 
eight days ago. 

Wainwright left to Harry V2 Day, 
a stock broker, of 42 Broadway, 
New York, “all my supply of bev- 
erages, which I own or have on 
hand at the time of my decease.” 
He left to Helen Jeffrey of Albany, 
N. Y., a violin designated as “Pag- 
anini, Stradivarius,” dated 1724, 
and formerly owned by Felix E. 
Kahn of New York. 

Art to City Museum. 
The art objects left to the mu- 
seum, paintings, drawings and 
bronzes, 27 pieces in all, are des- 
ignated by name in the will. 


The will provides, in connection 
with the art bequests, that if the 
present method and system of con- 
trol of the Art Museum shall be 
changed, so as to place the man- 
agement and maintenance of the 
museum under the supervision and 
control of the municipal govern- 
ment of the City of St. Louis, or 
of the State of Missouri, under any 
ordinance, act or law, then the 
works of art shall go, to 
Washington University.

“American art collectors never 
admit they have been deceived and 
this is the reason why they do not 
complain,”’ he eaid. 

It is not only Americans who are 
taken in by clever art fakers, how- 
ever, but also such institutions as 
the Louvre Museum. Workmen 
employed by Demotte, when cross- 
examined, admitted that only the 
busts of the Kings of the Parthe- 
;non, the pride of the French Mu- 
|seum, are genuine. The rest of 
| these famous statues are made in 
'dealers’ workshops, while. of the 
renowned Lasquenets. du Barrios. 
Only the calves are genuine and 
the trunks and heads were manu- 
factured in the same workshops. 

“American amateurs, when buy- 
ing antiques, are always suspicious 
if they aro approached by dealers, 
but their suspicions are allayed 
when they are advised by people 
prominent in New York society to 
buy some of the wonderful finds.

| An appeal for compensation from 
‘the city for property damage 
‘caused by'the breaking of a sewer 
in 1906 was made before the Board 
lof Estimate and Apportionment to- 
day by Theodore W. Mertens of 
'1812 Cora avenue, for 50 years an 
ice and coal dealer in the city, once 
wealth?, but now “broke.” 

He declared that after paying 
the city a total of $150,000 in wa- 
ter bills and taxes, he was now 
seeking money to re-establish him- 
self in the ice business, his plant 
at Fifteenth and Branch streets 
having been lost two years ago 
through bankruptcy. 

Mertens said the damage to his 
plant in 1906 was fixed at $8400, 
and that the city promised to pay, 
but let the claim run unsatisfied 
for several years. When he final'y 
brought suit in 1916 he was told 
the statute of imitations prevent- 
ed him from recovering. Two years 
ago, he re'ated, the city offered him 
a settlement of $2500, but with- 
held $1700 for an unpaid wat?r 
bill and compelled his acceptance 
by keeping the water at his ‘ce 
plant turned off until the $1790 
was paid. He exhibited numerous 
old newspaper clippings describing 
him as the “Ice King of St. Louls” 
and declared that, although he wis 
once worth $500,000, he was now 
penniless. 

Mayor Kiel, after his plea, took 
the position that the city ought yet 
to recognize his claim if any legal 
method for doing so could be 
found. Comptroller Nolte, how- 
ever, said further action would be 
impossible because no records now 
exist to show what the damage was 
and because Mertens had released 
the city from further claims when 
he accepted the $2500 settlement.

“No more important piece of leg- 
islation ever had been considered 
by a estate Legislature,” James 
O’Connell, president of the depart- 
ment, said in his annual report. 

Million Child Workers. 

“At the present time there are 
more than 1,000,000 children be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 15 earn- 
ing wages in this country. Approz- 
imately 400,000 of them are be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 13.” 

John J. Manning, secretary of 
the label trades department, tn his 
annual report, characterized con- 
vict labor as one of the chief foes 
of progress in unionism. To it he 
attributed, in part, . responsibility 
for a decrease of 9000 In the af- 
fillated membership role of the de- 
partment during the year. The 
present membership of the 42 af- 
fillated international unions he re- 
ported as 588,000. pubeee 

“State and Federal legislation is 
necessary to eliminate this compe- 
tition with free labor,” he sald. 
“The unions affiliated with the de- 
partment should act in unison witn 
every group working for the aboli- 
tion of convict labor.”’

NATION SOON 1) BUDGET DIRECTOR TELLS 


HOW NATION OVERCAME 
HABITS OF EXTRAVAGANCE 


Says Country Came Out of War “Thinking and 
Spending in Billions’”—Reviews Re- 
sult of Budget System. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Before 
more than 6000 business men, as- 
sembled at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel for the annual dinner of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, Herbert M. 


Lord, director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, told last night how the 
United States, with a war-swolien 
expense account and a habit of 
spending and thinking in billions, 
had learned to live within its in- 
come, 

Major-General Robert Lee Bul- 
lard, Commander of the Second 
Corps Area of the United States 
Army, of which New York is the 
key city, told of a radical revolu- 
tion, drunk with power and ambi- 
tion, which tried in 1919 to coerce 
this Government ogly to be thwart- 
ed by Elbert H. Gary of the United 
States Steel Corp. He pleaded for 
protection from future enemies 
‘not only for protection from for- 
eign enemies, but. from domestic 
enemies.” 

Lord entertained as wel) as in- 
terested his hearers. He quoted 
scores of big figures and recttea ail 
from memory. When he said, for 
instance, that the peak of our na- 
tional debt was reached Aug. 3l, 
1919, with a total of $26,594,267,- 
8378.45, he wasn't even a cent off 
from the figures given in the writ- 
ten report of his address, He got 
tmnany a laugh. : 

Debt of $26,000,000,000. 

“We went into the World War 
with a gross debt of $250.000,000," 
he said. “We came out of the 
World War Nov. 11, 1918, with a 
debt of $19,500,000.,000, which on 
Aug. 31, 1919—in less than a year 
—had increased to more than $26,- 
500,000,000. 

“We also came out‘of the war 
with a swollen expense account and 
a habit of thinking and spending in 
billions. Extravagance in thinking 
and expending

ernment, but characterized the af- 
fairs of states, counties, cities, 
businesses, homes and individuals. 
It was evident that the Federal 
Government must set the example 
of retrenchment. | ,

Reviews Annual Savings. 
How well this has worked was 
shown when Lord asajd that in 
1922, the first year of the budget, 
actual expenditures were reduced 
$1,742,738,189.46 below the cost of 
the preceding year. In 1923 ex- 
penditures were brought $263,- 
033,233.52 below 1922. In 1924 
(considering the fiscal year, of 
course) expenditures were brought 
$190,800,304.92 below 1923.-In the 
third year of the budget, then, Fed- 
eral expenditures were $3,196,571,- 
737.90 less than they were in 1921, 
the last year free from budget con- 
trol. 7 

Gen. Bullard said in part:

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A DICTATOR AND THE TIGER’S TAIL. 


Through a correspondent of the Berlin Tageblatt, 
Gen. de Rivera, the Spanish dictator, tells the Post- 
Dispatch that about next March “normal conditions” 
will be restored In Spain. That would be about 18 
months from the time when he grasped the Govern- 
ment, Sept. 13, 1923.

For the rest, 
he is like Mussolini in promising norma! conditions 
with himself as Prime Minister; and like him also in 
finding reasons for delaying the date of normalcy.

The Bureau of Municipal 
Research, finding innumerable Kiel supporters with 
city jobs but without work, is chaos.

VOLSTEAD UPHOLDS THE HILL VERDICT: 
Congressman Hill, acquitted of violating the Vol- 
stead act in making for his own use cider and light 
wines, although these beverages contained far more 
than one-half of one per cent of alcohol, will be grati- 
tied at what Andrew J. Volstead, father of the pro 
hibition law, has to say on this subject. 
Declaring that Judge Hand held the same opinion 
in New York a long time ago,’ Volstead continued: 
You can’t administer prohibition enforcement 
by trying to interpret what alcoholic content 
makes a beverage intoxicating. 
It was not the intention of the act to prohibit 
home making and consumption of fruit juice that

He says that a fruit 
juice will not develop any alcoholic content without 
the use of sugar. But ripe fruits contain sugar, and

In Player Limit 


Fear Expressed That Major 
Circuits Will Have Strangle 
Hold on Supply. 


By John B. Foster.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Minor 


league owners are lining up in op- 
position to the major league pro- 
posal to increase the maximum 
player limit of the major league 
clubs to 50. That would put 800 
players into possession of the ma- 
jors. 

It takes just 144 players to play 
out a day’s schedule of the 16 ma- 


jor clubs, provided there are no 
substitutions. However, in these 
days of mental gambling regarding 
pitchers, a baseball “nine” fre- 
quentiy runs to 15 in any given 
game. 

It was never intended that base- 
ball should be a game of limitless 
competition, so far as individuals 
are concerned, and the present sys- 
tem is the outgrowth of the ability 
of clubs to corral a lot of players. 
The minors have felt for years 
that the majors were taking more 
players than they had. The minors 
have an equal right to extend their 
player limit if they wish to—but 
most of them would go broke if 
they did. 


25 Iimit in Midseason. 
In the midsummer playing sea- 


son, the major league clubs limit 


themsélves to 25 players each, or 
400 men. During that period they 
must farm 400 more out if the 
limit is increased to 60. If the 
minors were to shut down on tak- 
ing players from the majors there 
would be less desire on the part 
of the majors to acquire them, but 
so long as it is easy to farm Play- 
ers out, the big fellows will go on 
with +ig lists. 

The minors have thought for 
some time that the present limit of 
40 players was too high for the 
majors and have thought that 30 
would be about right, in view of 
the fact that the majors concede 
they can get along with 25 in mid- 
season. The majors’ theory, of 
course,-is that the early part of 
the season is experimental and that 
they must have a good. list from 
which to choose the eventual 25.

KITCHEN

Poultry Pointers for the 
Marketer. 


HIS is the day of food spe- 

cialization, “Celery-fed ducks, 

milk-fed chickens, rice-fed 
geese, jumbo squab” featured on 
public menus demonstrates the 
care that is being taken to bring 
these foods te the highest perfec- 
tion for market. The growers have 
learned that preper feeding means 
fine flesh, better flavor and top 
prices. Se eee ee 
try farm is a revelation. h 
variety has its separate feed- 
houses, runways, brooders, spring- 
boards te patent nests, granaries, 
green-food patch, cookhouse and 
emergency hospital. 

‘There is plenty of other poultry 
te be had in market, much of it 
excelient, though it cannet boast 
of being as carefully bred and fed 
as that for which we must pay «6 
higher price. The specials are 
dry picked and iced just enough 
to keep them the distance they 
travel, but they are not frosen, 
which takes from the delicacy of 
their flavor. The poultry from a 
éistance must naturally be iced to 
theroughly chill in order to get it 
to market in fair condition. That 
which is sent alive and fresh killed 
is a better buy except in extreme 
weather. 

A poultry buyer must know poul- 
try. The eyes of young chickens 
and fowls should be clear and 
full, the end of the breast bone 
soft and pliable, the feet limp and 
limber, skin clear and smooth, yel- 
low or white seccording to its 
breed, and the body free from 
bruised spots. When conditions 
are otherwise the birds are ad- 
vanced in age and not up te the 
standard. Most poultry in reliable 
markets is “dry picked.” which Is 
desirable, for the bird that has 
been plunged into hot water, with- 
out cleaning. and must be cooled 
again after picking loses the fila- 
vor and delicate texture of the 
meat. 

Broilers range up te three and a 
half pounds, after that they are 
too large to broil well and must 


be “oven” broiled, which is bound. 


to dry them out. Young puilets 
are for fryihg, roasting or fricassee, 
while fowls are for boiling. Short, 
compact chickens with deep 
breasts are the best buy. In choos- 
ing a turkey a short thick bird is 
the best and cuts to goed advan- 
tage.

TO SERVE WITH COFFEE 


By Hannah Wing

D 


URING the autumn and win- 
ter weather the afternoon cup 
that cheers is much more like- 
ly to be coffee than tea. There is 
something both warming and re- 
freshing in the rich aroma of 
freshly made coffee if it is well 
made. 

Certain foods seem particularly 
suited to serve with coffee, because 
of a pleasant blending of flavors. 
The richer bread stuffs, brioche, 
coffee cake, nut breads or brown 
breads replace the cinnamon toast, 
hot buttered crumpets and muffins 


which one finds on the table at 
which tea is served. 
Brioche, a rich modified roll 


mixture, while slightly more dif- 
ficult to make, can be kept in the 
icebox for several days and freshly 
baked each afternoon. Probably 
more people rely on the quickiy 
made breads some of which may 
be made with yeast quite as well as 
with baking powder. 

One of the most delictous of 
these breads is a wholesome prune 
bread in which the nutty flavor of 
the whole grain flours is used to 
good advantage with the prunes. 

To make this bread sift together 


two cups each of whole-wheat 
flour, white flour and graham: 
flour (six cups in all), and two ta- 
blespoons of sugar and two tea- 
spoons of salt. Add a cup of prunes, 
steamed, stoned and cut in pieces. 
Dissgelve a cake of yeast in tepid 
water and add enough more tepid 
water to make a stiff batter with 
the other ingredients. Beat well 
and add one-half cup chopped 
pecans or ather nuts. Stir in the 
nuts and let the mixture stand in 
the mixing bowl until it is about 
double its bulk. Stir well and turn 
into a greased baking tin. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 deg. F.) 
for one hour. ; 

This recipe has the advantage 
of making muffins equally as good 
as the bread. All that is neces 
sary is to bake the mixture in 
greased muffin tins. Dates may 
be used in either the bread or 
muffins instead of prunes. 

A quick coffee cake may be 
made from the following recipe: 
Scald a cup of milk and cool until 
tepid. To this add a cup of flour 
and a cake of yeast dissolved in 
one-fourth cup of tepid water. 
Beat this mixture and let it rise 
until very Might.
